THE STATE COMMITTEE. 


Two Plans Proposed tor Its Reorgan- 
ization. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 4—The 
composition and organization of the new 
State Central Committee, to be elected by 
the Democratic State Convention, is worry- 
ing the politiclans more than the make up 
of the State ticket. Nobody doubts that 


the silver men will control the new com- 
mittee, but there is some apprehension that 
it will fall into the hands of the corpora- 
tions, and thus turn the party over to the 
same forces from which it was wrenched 
by the Pertle Springs Convention. That the 
membership of the committee, in point of 
number, will remain as at present, seems 
practically settled. That is to say, no 
serious effort will be made to revert to the 
old order of things when the committee 
was composed of only one member from 
each Congressional district There is a 
small element here, however, contending for 
the old-style committee, but as it is led 
by Secretary Zevely, who has never re- 
nounced allegiance to Francis, Maffitt and 
Prather, there is no likelihood that it can 
make any headway with its reactionary pol- 


icy. 

There are two propositions for the make- 
up of the committee which are liable to get 
the convention into a wrangle. One is to 
retain the number of members that now 
compose it by electing them by Senatorial 
districts. The other is to reduce the mem- 
bership to 81 by electing two from each Con- 
gressional Geer leaving to the conven- 
ion the geléction of Chalrman from outside 
the membership. The first p tion is 
being championed by Col. Bil) Phe of the 
Missouri Pacific, and finds advocates in St. 
Louls and Kansas City. Strange to say, 
George W. Allen of St. Louis has taken up 
the cause for Phelps in this matter and is 
one of the stoutest advocates of the Sena- 
toria) district plan on the ground. Mr. Al- 
len says he favors it simply because. His ex- 
perience as a committeeman convinces him 
of the wisdom.of the Pertle Springs Con- 
vention in tmecréasing the number to &. He 
thinks that a less number would appreciably 
weaken the efficiency of the party organi- 
gation. Col. Phelps wants his plan adopt- 
ed for the reason, he avers, that a commit- 
tee elected by Senatorial districts would be 
closer to the people, and more thoroughly 
representative than if elected by Congres- 
sional districts. He doesn’t say that it would

A Tremendous Speculative Deal Falls 
Through and Chicago Stock 
Exchange Closes.

CHICAGO, Aug. (.- Moore Bros. have 
fatled, and with them has collapsed the 
most gigantic speculative deal ever known 
in Chicago—that in Diamond Match and 
New York Biscuit stock. As a result the 
directors’ of the Stock Exchange met last 
night and decided to close this morning for 
an indefinite period. 

This meeting was assembled informally 
after the announcement which was made 
late in the afternoon by James H. Moore 
that margin calls no longer could be met. 


That announcement was made to a few of 
the men most heavity interested, and it was 
thought best to call a meeting to discuss 
the situation. Those who assembled dis- 
cussed the best means of restoring confi- 
dence after the shock which would be given 
to speculative circles by the announcement 
of the faflure. It was the general opinion 
that it would be the wisest ssible move 
to close the Stock Exchange for a period. 

The point was made that nearly the en- 
tire business at the Stock Exchange for a 
number of weeks has been in lamond 
Match and New York Biscuit. The closing 
of the Exchange would interfere only in 
the slightest degree with the general finan- 
cial affairs, and that the present was a — 
ticularly opportune time, owing to the fact 
that the settlements in the July account 
had just been completed, and there had 
been as yet comparatively little trading in 
the August accounts. 

W. H. Moore, the senior member of the 
firm, is at present in the East. James H. 
Moore, who has been the immediate active 
manager of the speculative campaign, is in 
Chicago. - 

William H. and J. H. Moore, the members 
of the firm of William H. & J. H. Moore, 
and Pursell made their first move as pro- 
moters in putting on the market the stock 
of che Frazer Axle Grease Co. While this 
company has been but little known, the 
Moores made considerable money out ot 
it. The first corporation of any moment 
in which they were interested was the 
Diamond Match Co. This company was orig- 
inally a Connecticut corporation, and it had 
been formed for the purpose of controlling 
the mantfacture of matches. It had not been 
successful, however, and at the time the 
Moores took hold of it, it was in a dis- 
rupted state and competition had r 
caused its downfall. The Diamond Mato 
Co. of Illinols was formed, which took 
over the properties of the former company. 

Since the formation of this company its, 
success has been phenomenal, the Moores 
have been fortunate for themselves and for 
others. O. C. Barber, the President of the 
Diamond Match Co., has had control of its 
actual working, though the Moores ‘have 
been recognized as the real people behind 
the company.

THE EXCITEMENT GROWING. 


Locked-Out Men as Well as the Sol- 
diers Are Armed and Patroll- 
ing the Sidewalks. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 4.—Shooting by 
soldiers and rioters marked the opening of 
another day ip the vicinity of the Brown 
Holating Works. At 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing two men stepped in front of Mrs. Lind's 
boarding house, a few squarés from the 
Brown Hoisting Works, where a man 
named Gettner, employed at the works, 
boards. The two men yelled for the “scab” 
to come out, and then they began to throw 


stones at the house. 

Presently one of the men fired at the 
door, the bullet passing through the panel 
and entering the house. The noise attract- 
ed the attention of the militia and a de- 
tachment of Co. I men were ordered to 
the scene on the double-quick. As the sol- 
diers turned a neighboring corner the two 
men started to run. The Lieutenant in 
charge shouted Halt!“ The pursued men 
paid no ittention to the order and the 
soldiers began shooting at them. They 
returned the fire and for a few moments 
there was a lively fusillade. One of the 
men suddenly made a cry and was heard 
to groan. A moment later, however,. both 
‘had disappeared. 

The affair caused the utmost excitement 
in the neighborhood for a time. The bullets 
struck several houses. Two went clear 
through the side of a grocery store. The 

About 150 non-union men went to work at 
the Brown works this morning under guard 
of a large force of militia an olice. An 
enormous crowd of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers were present, but no trouble oo- 
curred. On évery street within a radius of 
nearly a mile of the plant, both soldiers and 
locked-out men patrolled the s'dewalks.

THE DEMOCRATS AND POPULISTS 
TO JOIN FORCES. 


FOR BRYAN AND SEWALL. 


The Democrats Are Going to Hold Out 
for the Regular Ticket to 
the End. 


HUTCHINSON, Kau., Aug. 4.— The Dem- 
acratic State Convention, which promises 
to be one of the most important held by 
that party in Kansas for several years, 
was called to order at the Auditorium at 10 
o’clock this morning. Nearly all of the 483 
delegates were present, band on all sides 
by a host of spectators. Most of the dele- 
gations met in caucus this morning and 
steering committees, through which most 


of the workings of the convention will be 
accomplished, were appointed. 

Ata previous meeting of the State Central 
Committee, a proposition, received from the 
Silver Republican Central Committee, 
which meets at Topeka to-day, was read. 
In it the silver people asked to be allowed 
to name two members on a fusion electoral! 
ticket. The Democratic Central Committee 
took no action on the proposition, besides 
showing silent non-consent. 

There are three strong factions among the 
leaders in the convention as to the best mode 
of accomplishing what seems to be un- 
versally desired by the delegates—fusion 
with the Populists whose convention meets 
to-morrow aj Abilene. 

One of the factiorts, which is probably the 
strongest of the three, advocates the im- 
mediate selection of a Conference Com- 
mittee to m@et a similar one from the Pop- 
ulist convention, to discuss fusion before 
carrying any set plan to the convention. The 
position of this faction is set forth by David 
Overmyer, its leader. The unanimous senti- 
ment of the delegates,” said he, in an inter- 
view to-day, “so far as I have ‘been able to 
ascertain it, is that the convention should 
nominate Bryan and Sewall electors with- 
out any hesitation or parleying with any- 
bod he general feeling is that this must 
be the result in the end and that what must 
ultimately transpire had better transpire 
promptly, decisively and unequivocally.” 

Whatever may be sacrified by the Demo- 
crats, one thing appears reasonably certain, 
that they will not give place on the elec- 
toral tickets to any but Bryan and Sewall 

ocrats.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 4—Many big 
manufacturing companies Were represented 
at the War and Navy departments Monday 
afternoon, when bids were opened for sup- 
plying a large quantity of gun carriages, 
mortars, shot and shell of various sizes 
and kinds. Probably not since the late war 
has the Ordnance Bureau of the War De- 
partment been able to lay out so extensive 
a programme for one year’s work as is 
now made possible by the liberal appro- 
priations by Congress for the defense of our 
coast.

Across the ex- brated/ at the Home of the 
treme northern portion of the State the : . 
rainfall for the week ranged from 1 to 3 Bride’s Sister.

than .50 inch, and over considerable areas 
there was none. = 

The rains in the extreme northern coun- 
tles have still further retarded haying 
and the securing of wheat and oats and 
have caused considerable further loss of 
those crops. Much damage to grain and 
hay stacks and to corn and apples by high 
winds is also reported from the northern 
and a few of the eastern counties, In other 
sections work has generally progressed fa- 
88 and haying is now practically fin- 
shed. 

In most counties corn continues to make 
good progress and the earliest is matur:ng 
rapidly, but in nearly all of the central, 
western and southern counties the crop is 
in need of rain. In a number of the south- 
western and a few of the southeastern 
counties the drouth is becoming severe, 
and corn is being seriously injured, especi- 
ally the late planted, and some corres- 
ponderts report that it will not make more 
than half a crop. Gardens, late potatoes 
and other growing crops have also suffered 
more or less and pastures are getting short. 

Cotton in the Southeast is generally doing 
well, but in some localities is needing mois- 
ture, while in a few others it is shedding,

“So also, where the voter allowed the 
names of two candidates for the same of- 
fice to remain on his ballot, the ballot must 
be rejected, so far as that office is con- 
cerned.“ . 

Some bellets had only one number in- 
dorsed on them instead of two, and in dis- 
— this phase of the case Judge Klein 
said: 

“By section 4,672, R. S., it is made the 
duty of the clerks of election to place on 
each ballot the number corresponding with 
the number opposite the name of the voter 
found on the registration list, in addition to 
the number of the ballot in the arder in 
which it is voted. This statute further pro- 
vides that ‘no ballot not so numbered shall 
be counted.’ Under the rule, these ballots 
can not be counted, as this statutory re- 
quirement is mandatory. This is conceded 
by both sides and is the settled rule in this 

tate.“ 

In consequence of the rejection of ballots 
which did not have two judges’ names, 
Stead lost 2,182 votes and Pohlman 2,700. This 
gave Staed a winning lead. 

A significant paragraph at the close of the 
opinion was as follows: 

By reason of the incompetence or gross 
carelessness of election officers at the elec- 
tion held November 8, 1892, for the office of 
Sheriff, 24,068 ballots, or more than one- 
third of the entire number of votes 
cast were nesessarily rejected by the 
Court in making up the final count. This 
is an object lesson pecullarly important at 
the present time, when the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners is about to appoint elec- 
tion officers for the term of two years under 
the new election law. Most of the duties in 
which election officers of the 1892 election 
were derelict will have to be performed by 
those now to be selected.“ 


SAUNDERS ON THE DECISION. 


Election Commissioner Approves of 
Judge Klein’s Comments. 


Election._Commissioner Eaunders is of the 
opinion that the objections to the old elec- 
tion law pointed out by Circuit Judge Klein 
in his decision in the Pohlman-Staed elec- 


tion case can be easily avoided under the 
new law.

“tT am glad Judge Klein has so pointedly 
called attention to the complications of 
the old law, and referred to the fact that 
Judges and clerks under the new law are 
liable to fall into the same error,” said

“The new law. dispenses with two-thirds of 
the exactions on judges made compulsory 
under the old law and the omission of 
which cost John Henry Pohlman the 
shrievalty. 

“The old law. required the ballot to be 
numbered when handed the voter and 
when returned for deposit in the box to 
bear the initials of two of the judges. The 
new law does away with these exactions. 

„There is no number on the ballot, but 
the number is kept all the same in a 
double check bood by the clerks in blank 
books about the size of a small memo- 
randum book, which is a part of the elec- 
tion officer’s equipment.

THE LARGEST ON EARTH. 


Brandy Still That Turns Out Fifteen 
Thousand Gallons a Day. = 


The largest brandy still in the world is 
on the El Pinal vineyard, in San Joaquin 


County, not far from Stockton, says the 
San Francisco Call. It is the ie | of 
George West, and part of it has been 
built about four years and the other part 
was finished only a short time ago. As 
is well known the El Paso vineyard has 
always made a specialty of brandy and 
sweet wines. It was the intention of the 
proptteters to do this when they went 
nto business, and for that reason they had 
the largest still built that was ever put up. 
That was, as has been stated, about four 
yearg ago, and even then it was ahead of 
anything else in existence. It could pro- 
duce more brandy in twenty-four hours 
than any other still in the world, and it 
has not been surpassed since. But even 
that was not enough to supply all of the 
alcohol needed in their business, so another 
still wag built and made to work in con- 
nection with the original one. The two are 
really one still as they are used, and have 
about three times the capacity of any other 
still in the world. 

This enormous machine is located in a 
bullding by itself, and part of the year 
is kept running day and night. It is very 
complicated in its workings, so that a 
description of that part of it cannot be 
attempted here. It will be sufficient to

From there it simply passes through 
a-series of heated chambers in the form 
of a vapor and comes out in the shape 
of brandy. 

It can be tested in the different chambers 
ong * change noted.

MISSILES THAT FAILED TO KILL. 


Old Arrow Heads and Curious Bullets 
From the Flesh of Migrating Birds. 


According to the Fishing Gazette a sal- 
mon taken at Baker’s Bay, Wash., had the 
shaft of a spear sticking through its head, 
which had been imbedded there about eight 
months, judging from the stdte of the 
wound and the time the fish was taken. 
The supposition is that the fish ascended 
oa. Alaskan river and was Speared by an 
ndian. : 

Out on the prairie when the buffalo were 
to be counted by the thousands, the hunters 
frequently found the arrows of various 
Indians imbedded in the flesh of the big 
brutes—now the Sioux arrow, again the 
Blackfoot, and again the Comanche. The 
finding of an arrow often told of the roam- 
ing of thousands of miles, but nowadays 
the mammals that have n wounded, 
which still fear the missile that hurt them, 
carry only the lead of the hunter’s rifle, the 
beasts not ranging to the far north, where 
arrows and spears are still used. So it is 
that only birds, and once in a while a fish, 
bring down an Alaskan weapon to be ex- | 
amined by hunters in Ohio, on the Chesa- | 
peake Bay, or ‘some other place where 
geese and swans are killed. a |

During my explorations in Alaska I 
procured several quivers of iron-tipped ar- 
rows, notched as the original in your cut 
of the arrow head found in the Chesa- | 
peake Bay swan; and the form being un- 
usual. The — where I secured Ar- 
rows was probably the same where the 
Swan was shot, the Upper Yukon River, 
about 200 miles above Fort Yukon. They 
were made by- the Tutchone-Kutchin tribe 
of the Chippewa Indians. The swans are 
very abundant on the Upper Yukon.” 

A swan shot on the Grand River, near 
Painesville, O., in the spring of 1882, had al 
copper tipped arrow through one of its” 
wings. The shaft of the arrow was of bone. 
The flesh had grown about it firmly. It was 
supposed to be an Alaskan arrow, but no 
one knew for certain. 

In the fall of 1886 John Simon of Landing, 
Yolo County, Cal., shot a wild goose. Bur- 
led in its breast was an ivory arrow head 
curiously carved. When John Murdock 
connected with the United States National 
Museum at Washington read of Simon’s 
goose he wrote that the ivory arrow head 
was undoubtedly one made by the Nsquimos 
of Northwestern Alaska, of which ivory ar- 
row heads a hundred or more were in the 
museum. The natives in the neighborhood 
of Point Barrow make a slender polygonal! 
arrow head of ivory about five inches iong 
for the purpose of shooting large birds, 
such as geese and swans.

“I saw in Plevna,” says David Christie 
Murray in Pearson’s Weekly, “one of the 
most extraordinary bits of human valor 
I ever beheld; an act that, to my mind, 
deserves to be recorded over and over 
seam. The peapitale viens wee 
utely unspeakable con re we 
men on the beds, under the beds and de- 
tween the beds. Cholera was there, and 
fever, and smallpox, and every imaginable 
kind of horror. The hospital service was 
altogether incomplete. 

When our party reached the town the 
one young Ir doctor who had charge 
of the hospital was without a drop of 
chloroform, without a surgical instrument 
Which would do its duty, without an inch 
of charpie or an inch of bandage. He was a 
young fellow of extraordinary valor, as he 
proved over and over again in the course of 
the campaign, but when we reached him he 
was in such a state of despair that he was 
almost on the verge of suicide. 

“The chief surgeon of our party was Dr. 
McKellar, now second in command at St. 
Thomas’ ‘Hospital, London. One day while 
the fight was going on in the trenches he 
removed twenty-five limbs. The state of the 
hospital made it impossible to operate in- 
doors, and he had set up a — 8 
table under the shadow of a mud wall whic 
surrounded the hospital square, and carried 
on his work there. The operations were 
hastily performed, and he was blood from 
head to heel like a butcher. 

“I was walkin 
with a companion, when a siege shell 
struck the wall and knocked a hole in it, 
through which a hansom cab might have 
been driven. It struck within a dozen 
yards of McKellar, who was at that in- 
stant in the act of tying up an artery. When 
the dislodged fragments had all pattered 
to the ground I ran toward him from the 
other side of the square. He thrust his 
blood-stained hands through his gray hair 
and said quietly: “That was a near shave;

In his own peculiar way Cronin Is a pretty 
big man, politically. 

He can insult ordinary patrolmen on the 
force with impunity; he can go bond for 
his friends when the police dare to molest 
them; he can get cases nolle prossed in the 


courts in some mysterious manner and do 
a whole lot of other things which do not 
speak well for the administration of justice 
in St. Louis. 

There are worse men in the world than 
Cronin, but not many of them get a chance 
to help make the laws in order to break 


them.

room keeper in that he has two saloons with

The Walnut street resort has been open 

about two years. Cronin moved there from 
Tenth and Market street, when he thought 
the New City Hall would be finished during 
hes lifetime. 
The building is a one-story affair, with 
a wine-room as big as the saloon proper, 
adjoining the bar. It is reached by a door 
at the rear of the bar and, of course, by a 
“ladies’ entrance“ from the street. 

Cronin believes that visitors who come to 
wine-rooms ought to have privacy. Heisa

He doesn’t draw the line on anything but 

overty. As long as a man has money he 
s pretty sure to get whatever ne asks for 
at Cronin’s. 

And so it was that when Cronin had his 
architect make plans for that wine-room 
he had it cut into a number of compart- 
ments running along the north wall. hey 
are just big enough to hold a table and 
two chairs.

Post-Dispatch.

This hotel keeps open all night. No way- 
farer or wayfarers are turned away—if the 
have money.

MILNER’S WAIL. 


The Street Commissioner Gets In His 
“Holler” Before the People 
Have a Chance. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff’s plaint 
against the Municipal Assembly for cutting 
down the annual appropriation for his de- 
partment is a mild one compared with that 
of Street Commissioner Milner. 

Milner is bowed down over the matter, 
especially because he had so much neces- 
sary work mapped out to turn mud roads 
into beautifully paved boulevards. 


And the cruel blow was struck by the As- 
sembly on the very day that he railroaded 
seventy-seven ord.nances for streets through 
the Board of Public Improvements and 
worked two or three clerks nearly to death 
having them copied so as to be in ship- 
shape for the two houses. So far as prac- 
tical results are concerned, it was a waste 
of time and paper. 

The total reduction in money,“ said Mr. 
Milner, “for the next year will be $95,000, 
and the trouble is the cuts are made right 
where increases were most needed. 

For instance, in the Street Cleaning De- 

partment the appropriation is cut 1,000. 
We had $141,000 last year for that purpose. 
We have more streets to sprinkle this year 
than last, yet it is expected to be done for 
one-fourth less money than heretofore. 
When citizens begin to howl about dust 
and refuse on their streets, they should 
expend some of their wrath on the ap- 
propriation power and not so much on the 
department, that has to spend only what is 
given it. 
But one of the worst places to cut was 
in the street repairs, and for macadam and 
gravel. Last year the appropriation was 
held up eight months, but in the time left 
we succeeded in judiciously expending $137,- 
000. Now, for the whole of this fiscal year 
we will only have $100,000. This appropria- 
tion has for years never gone below $150,000. 
“For miscellaneous street repairs we had 
last year $104,000, and this year we are cut 
to $90,000. For the reconstruction of streets 
it was shown that $40,000 would barely: be 
enough to do the work already mapped out, 
yet the $25,000 appropriation of last year 
was not incre a cent. 

Rx 1 thus early of these things be- 
cause I know how justly loud are going to 
be the demands for work on the streets and 
the keeping of them clean. St. Louis spends 
lees on her street service than any city of 
her sige, or even any city within one hun- 
dred thousand of her pulation in the 
country. The practical thing to do is when 
ge a street to put the material in it 
that ll last and not half-way doit. It is 
botch work that makes our streets cost 
twice as much in the long run as they 
should. The work and its substantiality is 
based on the money at hand to pay for it. 
If there is but little money, the work is ne- 
cessarily of a cheap character.”

FIVE CHILDREN 
ARE MOTHERLESS. 


MRS. BERNARD HERMAN BURNED 
TO DEATH IN HER HOME. 


FILLING A GASOLINE STOVE. 


In Some Way the Deadly Fluid Was 
Ignited and the Woman Was 
Burned Almost to a Crisp. 


Mrs. Bernard Herman, 29 yéars old, died 
early Tuesday morning from burns and in- 
haling the flames of a pitcher of blazing 
gas>line. 

Hers is the usual story of a careless wo- 
man and the gasoline stove. 

But little is positively known as to how 
the accident happened, or just what par- 
ticular act of folly started the tragedy 
which leaves Bernard Herman a widower 


with five smal! children to look after. 

About supper time Monday eveni the 
neighbors in the rear of South Tenth 
streét heard an awful scream from the 
littlé kitchen where Mrs. Herman was in 
the habit of preparing the family meals. 
Most of the neighbors were similarly oc- 
cupied, or busy taking down from the lines 
the day’s washing, which in South St. 
Louis is always hu up on Monday. 

They all deserted their work to see what 
was the matter. Some rushed over toward 
Mrs. Herman's kitchen, while others stood 
still, so badly frightened that they feared 
to move. 

An instant later Mrs. Herman rushed 
through the screen door into the yard. She 
was wrapped in flames, some of which 
flared up several feet above her head. 

She was screaming and crying madly and 
tearing off her burning clothes ip frantic 
efforts to free herself from her torment. 

Some of the women in the yard, fearing 
to go near her, dipped pails of water from 
their washtubs and dashed over her, in 
hope of extinguishing the flames. This 
seemed to do but lit@e good, but after a few 
minutes of wild excitement and much 
running about the neighbors succeeded in 
wrapping the unfortunate woman in a 
— and carried her into the adjoining 

ouse. 

She was horribly burned from head to 
foot, but she did not lose consciousness. 
She asked about her children, who had been 
in the front room adjoining the kitchen 
when the disaster accurred. She was told 
that they were perfectly safe and unhurt, 
but she would not believe this and insisted 
upon finding out for herself. 

She got up from the bed upon which she 
had been put and walked across the yard 
into her own home, where she found her 
children all safe, but badly frightened. The 
mother was so horribly burned that the 
younger children fied from her in terror. 
Then she fainted. 

Physicians in the neighborhood were sum- 
moned as soon as possible and they applied 
oils and balms of a soothi nature in hope 
of saving the woman’s life, but their efforts 
were useless and after lingering in agony 
for ten hours the woman died. 

Her husband said Tuesday morning that 
he had not succeeded in 3 from her 
how she happened to set fire to the fluid. It 
was her custom, he said, to fill the reservoir 
of the gasoline stove from an open pitcher. 
She always did this, however, before light- 
ing the burners of the stove. 

hen the accident happened there was no 
light burning in the room, and as far as 
anybody knows the stove was not .ghted. 
In fact, several unlighted matches were still 
lying on one end of it after the explosion. 

Mrs. Herman, he said, had tried to tell 
about the affair, but had inhaled flames and 
gas to such a degree that it was almost im- 
possible for her to talk at all. 

The kitchen is a little narrow room about 
six feet wide and ten or twelve feet long. 
The gasoline stove is opposite a door, whic 
opens out into the yard. 

A few feet from this door is a flight of 
steps leading up to the tenement above. 
One side of this stairway is badly scorched 
by the flames which enveloped the woman 
when she rushed out. 

Mrs. Herman was only 29 years of age, and 
had been married about ten years. She 
leaves five young children. 84
